Large, vigorous plaut with strong canes and. 
large, heavy leaves and is an iron clad, no 
sign of injury having appeared from the win- 
ter’s cold or the summer’s heat and drouth. 
The anthrous apparently having no effect upon 
it. Fruit large, black and of the finest quality, 
growing in clusters which makes the picking 
easy. Season a week in advance of the Gregg.
